T is plain from the article on the following pages that those motorists who 
desire fuel economy should make quite sure that they are doing all they 
can to promote it before railing at the manufacturers for building extravagant 

cars. The phenomenal consumption figure achieved by a member of this journ al’s 
staff in winning the recent economy contest was obtained on a 1}-litre production 
saloon, and handsomely beat the m.p.g. figures of more obviously “economy” 
cars. Moreover, it would be quite unrealistic to expect the motor industry to pay 
more than due regard to home market demands, and due regard these days must 
mean that the export market takes precedence. Overseas, where the British official 
policy of “Soak the motorist” has not yet found an export market, less emphasis 
is placed on fuel consumption; for one thing, even when the cost of petrol is high, 
the tax element of that cost is usually most of the fiscal charge that is made for car 
usage; for another, there is in more spacious countries a need for performance that 
makes light of long journeys, and, generally speaking, performance and many m.p.g. 
are antipathetic. 

While it may be agreed that fuel economy is greatly desired in this country, and 
that car manufacturers should do their utmost to improve it, we would urge all 
concerned not to accept the present petrol prices as inevitable for all time. The 
tax on the gallon is iniquitously high at 2s 6d, especially in a world where oil 
reserves are known to be much greater than was at first thought possible, and if 
cars were specifically designed for petrol at 4s 4d a gallon it would herald a second 
era in which British design became strait-jacketed by non-engineering considera- 
tions. While superficially good this is fundamentally bad. Moreover, there is the 
possibility that the American report on the activities of the dil companies may 
lead to adjustments in prices, for the mysterious “Gulf price” has come in for 
implied criticism. None the less, fuel economy, per se, must always remain 
a desirable objective.

West Country Tragedy 

NLY rarely in these islands does Nature re-emphasize her power in the 
form of devastation to man-made structures, involving loss of life, such as 
has occurred in the West Country. That the flood disaster should have 
centred on Lynmouth is distressing to the many motorists who know the beau- 
tiful stretch of coast that flanks the little town, for, seen on a smiling morning in 
spring or summer, there is little in the scene to suggest savagery, although the 
clinging of Countisbury Hill to the steep fringe of Exmoor, with only the nautically 
unfriendly Bristol Channel on one side, has a precariousness that parallels the 

ascendancy of man over natural forces. Continual watchfulness is necessary. 

It would be superfluous to remind motorists that an area such as this should not 
at present be made the object of sight-seeing trips; in any case, the authorities 
have rightly imposed strict régulations in this respect. It will be superfiuous, also, 
to urge them to contribute to the relief fund; the warm-hearted response that has 
already occurred has shown once again how quickly the inhabitants of this country 
rally in disaster, and-how close the family bonds are fundamentally, in spite of 


surface differences. 

How far the famous landmarks will be changed by the disaster cannot yet be 
estimated, but the feet of Countisbury and Lynton hills are not likely to resume their 
former contours. Lynmouth, of course, can never be quite the same in appearance, 
and many less famous villages in the area must be subject to a similar qualifica- 
tion. Watersmeet, it must be presumed, will have been temporarily reduced to 
devastation from its usual smiling self, but here the verdure will soon re-clothe 
the chaos. Some part of the tragedy is owed to the ancient bridges which acted 
as dams to the unprecedented water-flow; it must be seen to it that the replace- 


ments have greater capacity.

Having written two articles in The Autocar in the past 
to explain in detail the mechanical modifications and 
iriving technique by which extreme fuel economy can be 
achieved, I then put my own advice into practice and won 


| I is always.a chastening experience for a journalist to 


s Chronicle National Road Fuel Economy Contest 
n average of 67.8 m.p.g. for 828 miles in a Jowett 
Javelin saloon. The reactions of other competitors and the 
general public varied according to temperament, and the 
performance has been hailed as anything from a miracle to 
a swindle. For the benefit of the vast number of inquirers 
who did not see the previous articles it may therefore be 
worth while briefly to recapitulate the most useful steps 
that can be taken to reduce the fuel consumption of a car 
in everyday use. 

First-class mechanical condition 1s Wheel 
balance and alignment must be perfect, all possibility of 
brakes binding must be eliminated and the transmission 
must be quite free, with unworn universals, and crown 
wheel and pinion in good condition. The engine will be at 
its best when it is fully run in and really free, with cylinder 
bores bearing surfaces nicely mated

Unfortunately, the poor quality of fuel available in Britain 
prevents our making use of the easiest way to improve engine 
efficiency, by increasing the compression ratio, but it is 
usually possible to mill the face of the head sufficiently to 
raise the compression half a ratio without running into 
trouble, Failing this, the thinnest possible gasket should be 
fitted. Any detonation that arises when the throttle is fully 
opened can be controlled by fitting a hand ignition control 
to override the centrifugal governor. A hand ignition 
control will often enable the car to pull strongly up a hill 
in top gear when a change into a lower gear would otherwise 
be required, and it helps the driver to maintain a high road 
load, which is the key to maximum economy during the time 
the engine is in use. Another point on the ignition, which 
has been fully dealt with in the past, is the use of a high- 
voltage coil and wide sparking plug gaps, which help towards 
complete combustion of weak mixtures. 

The carburation system naturally calls for special ‘atten- 
tion. All fuel leaks, however slight, must be cured, and 
the air filter must be cleaned regularly so that the engine 
can breathe freely. The manufacturers’ carburettor 
settings are a compromise designed to cater for the needs 
of the laziest owners, who want top gear flexibility and the 
minimum of gear changing, and it is nearly always possible 
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to obtain an appreciable improvement in consumption with- 
out any serious loss of performance by putting in smaller 
jets or, with S.U. carburettors, by changing the needle. 
The Javelin that I used in the fuel economy contest had 
standard chokes in its two Zenith carburettors, but smaller 
jets were fitted. 

Lubrication is very important, and many drivers who are 
seriously interested in economy are now experimenting with 
lighter oils in the engine and gear box. In cold weather, 
the drag caused by thick lubricants leads to a considerable 
waste of petrol, and many cars cover a considerable part 
of their total mileage without ever warming up the engine 
and transmission to a point where they are running freely. 

Here again, the manufacturers’ recommendations have to 
take into account the careless owner who rarely checks his 
oil level, but the serious-minded seeker for economy can 
usually employ a lighter grade with beneficial results. The 
consumption may increase slightly, and it is most important 
to eliminate leakages from oil unions, valve covers and sump 
flanges. I used Shell X100 S.A.E. 10W on the Javelin, and 
the consumption under economy driving conditions was 
approximately 2,300 m.p.g. It would naturally rise some- 
what with harder driving. 

In the gear box, I used S.A.E. 30 engine oil. An oil such 
as S.A.E. 20 or 30 can be used in most gear“boxes, but it is 
essential to maintain a regular inspection for leaks and to 
keep an eye on the level in the box. Rear axles present a 
special problem. Ordinary spiral bevels seem to work 
satisfactorily on one of the heavier engine oils, provided the 
oil seals are adequate to prevent oil leakage into the brakes, 
but with a hypoid axle there is no scope for experiment; 
the oil must be the special extreme pressure lubricant speci- 
fied for this type of transmission. 

This brings one to another source of loss, the engine cool- 
ing system. Now that cars are made with overseas markets 
in mind, they are often over-cooled in England. If there 
is no radiator thermometer on your.car, fit one, and then 
blank off the radiator sufficiently to maintain an operating 
temperature of not less than 80 deg C (176 deg F) at all 
times. The fan consumes considerable power, and for 


economy driving at moderate speeds it can sometimes be 


removed altogether. On other cars it has been found pos- 
sible to operate satisfactorily with two blades removed from 
a four-blade fan. 

Then there is the matter of tyre pressures. Rolling resist- 
ance decreases rapidly as the pressures are raised, and most 
cars will operate quite happily at pressures 5 to 10 lb per 
sq in above those recommended by the manufacturers. In- 
deed, modern suspension systems are so good that much 
higher pressures can be tolerated, although they are inadvis- 
able in day-to-day driving. On the Javelin in the fuel 
economy contest the tyres were run at well over 60 lb per 
sq in, and the ride was so good that it was possible to sleep 
undisturbed on the back seat of the car. 


It All Adds Up 


Many of these items may seem trivial, but their cumu- 
lative effect is considerable. Yet the full possibilities of fuel 
economy can never be exploited unless the driver is pre- 
pared to work hard at it himself. Driving for extreme 
economy is really hard work, and I was very tired indeed 
at the end of 32 hours of it. For example, I always coasted 
the last few hundred yards into a control point with a dead 
engine, but other competitors frequently came in with an 
open throttle, jammed on the brakes and then sat happily 
blipping their engines while talking to officials. My Jowett, 
driven normally at an average of 30 m.p.h. and with normal 
tyre pressures, does about 43 m.p.g, Driven flat out and 
averaging about 55 m.p.h. on main road runs it does about 
25 m.p.g. How, then, can it be made to do 67 m.p.g.? 
Only by using the engine as little as possible and coasting 
as much as possible. 

A really level road is a very rare thing, as I know to my 
cost from trying to find one when faced with the need to 
do some car testing in a hurry. On any journey, there is 
thus a high proportion of road with a slightly favourable 
gradient which can be exploited by a freely running car. 
I find that one can coast up to 50 per cent of many journeys

ind still average 30 m.p.h. This is not an impressive speed, 
but, in England, it is in my experience quite rare to show 
average of anything like 30 m.p.h. when 
travelling by main line express trains, and it is therefore 
no great hardship to accept such an average speed on 
journeys of 100 miles by car if the fuel consumption can 
be cut by 30 per cent, which is quite possible. Most people 
will leave the engine running while coasting, but even an 
engine that is idling at tick-over speeds will use up a good 
deal of fuelh over a period of several hours, and in competi- 
tion conditions one has to switch off every time there is a 
coasting for any distance, and restart afterwards

Rapid Cooling 

During any prolonged period of coasting the engine will 
cool down very rapidly, and extra petrol will have to be 
burned afterwards to warm it up again. This loss can be 
reduced by fitting a roller blind which can be drawn over 
the radiator by remote control. On the Javelin I blanked 
off the whole of the radiator grille and still found that in 
competition conditions the water temperature never rose 
above 80 deg C. Prolonged idling in traffic blocks will 
quickly make the engine boil if the grille is fully blanked off, 
but the economy minded driver does not tolerate prolonged 
idling; he switches the engine off 

The more interested one becomes in fuel economy, the 
more one realizes that some of the major features in modern 
car design tend to increase fuel consumption, not reduce it 
We know that economy depends on high tyre pressures, yet 
tyres are continually becoming fatter, softer, and more 
squashy, and we are just about tc see a further round of 
increases in tyre sections which will do nothing at all to help 
the search for fuel economy .

One of the greatest economy factors in American design, 
as this contest has proved, is the overdrive, and it obviously 
has great possibilities on British cars. 

Another valuable item which is due for considerable revival 
: the demand for economy becomes really great is the free 

wheel. This takes all the labour out of coasting, and it can 
ier big dividends if the driver makes full use of it. The 
other day I drove a perfectly standard Rover 75 saloon 
for a journey of 100 miles. No preparations at all were made 
beyond putting up the tyre pressures to 35 Ib per sq in, but

Charging Rates 

Apart from the difficulty of keeping the engine sufficiently 
warm when doing a lot of coasting, the other major problem 
is keeping the battery charged, and, if coasting catches on, it 
will really be necessary to consider whether we ought not to 
drive the dynamo from the transmission instead of from the 
engine. The correspondence received since this year’s fuel 
economy contest shows that fuel economy is now the majc 
interest of a considerable proportion of British motorists} 
ultimately manufacturers may be obliged to take note of it 

From the purely competitive aspect, there are still some 
difficult unsolved problems in running a fuel economy com 
petition, especially when the organizers are confronted with 
the wide range of cars to be found in Europe. This year, the 
addition of oil to the petrol was banned in the News Chronicle 
event. This seems to be an essential rule, but it has the effect 
of eliminating most of the popular German economy cars 
which have two-stroke engines and depend for their lubrica- 
tion on oil mixed with the petrol. This oil is, of course, 
burned eventually, and it presumably provides its quota 
towards the propulsive effort exerted by the engine. The 
only solution would therefore seem to be the creation of a 
separate class for two-stroke cars.

Therefore? the 
new cylinder block is arranged to have 
no water passages through the cylinder 
head face, and so one gasket problem 
is solved. To enable the coolant to 
pass from the block to the head, 
external pipes are used. 

The layout of the cooling circuit is, 
therefore, from the bottom of the 
radiator to the water pump (situated at 
the front of the engine and belt driven 
from a crankshaft pulley), from the 
water pump outlet to the front of the 
cylinder block, through the cylinder 
block, passing round all the bores and 
out at the rear of the block, through a 
transfer pipe and into the back of the 
cylinder head. It is then directed 
forward to cool all the valves, finally 
leaving the cylinder head at the front. 
From the front of the head the coolant 
is piped back to the radiator header 
tank which is mounted on the scuttle. 
The return pipe from the bottom of 
the header tank is connected to the top 
of the radiator, to complete the circuit 
To prevent the possibility of core plugs 
in the block or head blowing out they 
are secured by bolted-on straps. 


Stroke Reduction 


To produce an engine of under 
2-litre capacity the stroke has been 
reduced by 9.5 mm. The dimensions 
are 73.5 mm bore and 77.5 mm stroke, 
which gives a capacity of 1,973 c.c 
compared with 2,215 c.c. for the stan- 
dard engine with a 73.5 by 87 mm bore 


and stroke 

The reduction in stroke has been 
brought about by the use of a special 
crankshaft. This component was pro- 
duced by Laystall and is dimensionally 
the same as the production crankshaft 
except for the shorter stroke. It runs 
in four main bearings which are of the

steel-backed white metal variety, as also 
are the big-end bearings. Not un- 
naturally, in an engine of this type, 
where the output is very much above 
that produced by the standard engine, 
and also because of the modified stroke, 
special connecting rods are used. As 
can be seen from the illustrations, these 
are of a very sturdy design, and were 
machined from the solid. The little- 
end bearings are bushed, and are splash 
lubricated by means of an oil hole 
drilled from the top of the rod. Fully 
floating gudgeon pins are used with 
pressed-in end pads to prevent their 
damaging the cylinder bores. The 
light alloy pistons are well ribbed 
internally under the crown and around 
the gudgeon pin bosses. Four rings 
are fitted, the lowest one being for oil 
control. 

As mentioned previously, the 
cylinder head to block joint is simpli- 
fied by the absence of water passages 
between the block and head; this

enables the head to be lapped directly 
on to the block, or a thin steel gasket 
to be used, and, further to improve 
sealing qualities, the holes in the gasket 
are made slightly larger than the 
cylinder bores. This results in a small 
groove between the block and head 
when the components are assembled, 
which very quickly becomes filled with 
carbon when the engine is running, and 
helps to form a perfect seal. 

Unlike the production Wolseley 
engine, where the tappets are attached 
to the valves, the single overhead cam 
shaft in the record car engine operates 
the valves by means of inverted tappets 
which enclose the valve springs and 
slide in guides pressed into the 
cylinder head. Sodium-filled exhaust 
valves of 1.3in diameter are used to 
assist cooling; the inlet valves are of

1.38in diameter, and both sets of valves 
are Stellite-tipped on the tappet face 

The camshaft is driven by two pairs 
of skew gears and a vertical shaft, as 
in the Wolseley unit. However, the 
special silent drive feature used on the 
standard engine (the lower vertical- 
shaft gear is split and one half is tor- 
sionally loaded against the other) has 
been eliminated to prevent any possible 
variation in valve and ignition timing 
when working under the strenuous 
conditions imposed during a record 
run. Again, on the Wolseley unit the 
distributor is mounted vertically in 
front of the engine. In this position it 
would protrude right through the top 
of the body panels on the record car, 
and so the ignition is provided by 
means of a Lucas magneto mounted 
horizontally behind the engine and 
driven through the rear of the cam- 
shaft It is fitted with automatic 
advance mechanism 


Lubrication 


Much has been done to ensure that 
enough oil at the desired temperature 
70 deg C) gets where it is wanted 
With the supercharged engine the oil 
consumption is likely to be higher than 
with a normal unsupercharged unit, as 
there are extra components that require 
ubrication, and to cater for this and 
ther demands brought about by high 
speed operation, provision is made to 
replenish the sump automatically while 
the car is in motion.

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So much for the general construction 
of the engine. Now comes the all- 
important problem of getting air and 
fuel into the cylinders. On this 2-litre 
power unit this is performed by means 
of a Marshall (Roots-type) super- 
charger mounted forward of the engine 
and driven directly from the crankshaft 
by means of a short drive shaft with 
two universal joints; consequently it 
runs at engine speed. Fuel is metered 
to the blower by two S.U. carburettors

of 2.375in diameter. The supercharger, 
then, sucks from the carburettors, 
thereby eliminating the need for float 
chamber pressurization of the type 
necessary when the blower forces air 
through the carburettors. On the other 
hand, of course, it means that the 
supercharger has to pass a mixture of 
air and fuel and not just air 

From the blower a long pipe conveys 
the mixture to the manifolds. These 
are somewhat complicated in design 
and can best be described as an attempt 
to achieve the one-time popular politi- 
cal slogan of “ fair shares for all.” The 
blower feed pipe terminates in a buffer 
end with a branch which, set at right- 
angles to the feed pipe, conveys the mix 
ture to the “ first tube ” running parallel 
to the engine. This tube, which also 
has buffer ends, has two outlet 
branches, and these in turn feed two 
more tubes, also parallel to the engine, 
which have three outlet branches feed- 
ing into the cylinder head. In section 
the unit looks rather like a family tree, 
where the father has two sons who in 
turn both have three children. Two 
blow-off valves are fitted to the outer 
ends of the second parallel tubes, and 
these tubes also carry the injectors for 
the Ki-gass starting equipment 


With the body removed the general 
layout of the chassis components 
can be seen Two large saddle 
tanks are mounted each side of 
the chassis in a position where 
they are well within the wheel 
base. The driver sits low down 
to the right of the propeller-shaft 
and, again to reduce the overall 
height, a special type of steering 
wheel is used 
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The 2-litre engine is supercharged by a Marshall blower fed by two 


S.U. carburettors. 


To keep overall height of the car as low as possible 


a scuttle mounted radiator header tank is used and the ignition is pro- 
vided by a Lucas magneto driven from the rear end of the camshaft 


Fuel is supplied to the carburettors 
by means of two pipe lines from the 
two saddle tanks, which are mounted 
well within the wheelbase to reduce to 
a minimum the effect on weight distri- 
bution that is a result of the varia- 
tion in the amount of fuel carried. The 
tanks are both pressurized, thereby 
eliminating the need for a fuel pump 
when the engine is running. A hand 
pump is provided to pressurize the 
system initially, and once the engine is 
running manifold pressure maintains 
the flow of fuel. 

Now the required fuel tank pressure 
is only about 4/b per sq in, yet for long- 
distance records the blower is set to 
produce 8-10Ib per sq in. It is there- 
fore necessary to prevent the tank from 
becoming too inflated. This is 
achieved by means of a spring-loaded 
piston valve which automatically cuts 
off the air (or, in fact, mixture) supply 
to the tank when the pre-determined 
pressure is reached. 


Centrifugal Clutch 


Power from the engine is trans- 
mitted by means of a 10-inch diameter 
dry single-plate Borg and Beck clutch. 
It is centrifugally assisted to increase 
its torque-carrying capacity; this is 
done by arranging for the centrifugal 
forces caused by rotation to supplement 
the spring load on the clutch pressure 
plate. Consequently, for a given pedal 
pressure at low speeds, the carrying 
capacity at maximum torque speed can 
be considerably more than would be 
possible without the centrifugal assist- 
ance. Alternatively, disregarding pedal 
pressure, a centrifugally assisted clutch 


will, for a given diameter of plate, 
transmit more torque (at speed) than 
the normal type of clutch. This results 
in a useful saving in weight. The gear 
box is a modified Wolseley unit, and 
for use in this car it is fitted with a re- 
mote control gear change mechanism 
mounted externally on the left side of 
the box and coupled to the levers nor- 
mally used for the steering column con- 
trol. 


Owing to the very specialized use for 
which this car is designed (its purpose 
is to go very fast in a straight line or to 
lap a very large-radius circuit), its chas- 
sis components are very different from 
those of a present-day Grand Prix car,

A Fortnight After 


Many Roads Still 


ETAILS of the tragic flooding of 
Lynmouth, with its accompanying 


loss of life and devastation, are 
now widely known. The more general 
effect of the floods on this pleasant dis- 
trict of North Devon and Somerset is 
less generally known, owing to the over 
shadowing by the greater disaster 
In effect, the enormous quantity of rain 
that fell on the high ground of Exmoor 
was despatched to the sea by three main 
watersheds. To the north, the East and 
West Lyn rivers and their many tribu 
taries converge to flow through Lyn- 
mouth. To the south-east the River Barle 
flows through Dulverton to meet the Exe 
and its tributaries two miles to the south 
On the south-west, the tributaries of the 
Yeo meet to flow through Barnstaple, and 
to the south the River Bray and its tribu- 
taries run through Brayford to meet the 
‘Taw, which also flows through Barnstaple 
The effect of concentrating such quan 
tities of water into these three outlets can 
easily be imagined. Most of the villages, 
Filleigh, Hunter’s Inn, Simonsbath, Bar 
brook, Dulverton, Oare, and Parracombe,

to mame but a few, are in valleys beside 
the rivers, and few have escaped damage 
It is a tragic experience to visit these 
places, so full of happy memories, and to 
see the now pathetically familiar sight of 
bedding, clothes and carpets hanging out 
to dry. Most of the villages received no 
warning of the floods. At Brendon the 
inhabitants were at one moment looking 
from their windows at the heavy rain and 
14 minutes later the wide valley had 
become a raging sea, 500 yards wide 
This great weight of water was then con 
centrated into the steep-sided East Lyn 
river, which, at Watersmeet, joins Farley 
Water, itself in a similar condition 

As a result the bridges and roads in 
this valley, ‘are extensively damaged. The 
village of Hillsford Bridge was still cut 
off on August 22, though a Bailey bridge 
was being built to replace the bridge that 
carried the lower road from Lynmouth to 
Simonsbath. The road that runs along 
side the West Lyn is damaged in several 
places—either broken completely, or cut 
up into craters by the effect of the water's 
lifting the surface 


On many miles of road the surface has been broken up or washed away completely

As far south as Dulverton the effects 
were felt. The swollen river, unable to 
pass under the bridge, spread out side- 
ways. On one side it demolished houses, 
and on the other it flowed through a 
garage and into the town; several cars 
from the garage have completely dis- 
appeared. 

A great deal of work is being done to 
repair damaged bridges and to replace 
by Bailey bridges those that have been 
swept away completely. The small coun- 
try lanes, familiar not only to holiday 
makers but also to competitors m the 
classic M.C.C. Trials, have been damaged 
over a wide area, and, although an enor 
mous concentration of road-building 
machinery is at work in this district, it 
will take some time to repair these roads 

It is not possible to list roads that are 
impassable, since these change from day 
to day; many remaining roads are difficult 
and often dangerous, though still passable 
These routes are being signposted by the 
A.A. as emergency repairs are effected 
The main North Devon road, A39, is 
closed for an indefinite period between 
the tops of Lynton and Countisbury Hills 
Traffic from Barnstaple is being stopped 
at Blackmoor Gate, and traffic from Mine 
head and Porlock is allowed no farther 
than the top of Countisbury Hill. Only 
those on essential business are allowed 
into Lynmouth or Lynton, except holi 
day visitors with previous bookings in 
Lynton. Bridges at Hillsford Bridge and 
Brayford are completely destroyed, and 
the one at Challacombe is blocked. At 
Brendon and Simonsbath the bridges are 


badly damaged; parapets are missing and 
surfaces are broken up, though late last 
week these two were passable 

Much misapprehension exists regard 
ing the popular resorts, villages and 
towns, at no great distance from Lyn 
mouth, which are not affected and which 
motorists can still reach. Although the 
routes may, in some cases, be a little cir 
cuitous, very many places are still open 
to holiday makers; among these are 
Combe Martin and Ilfracombe 

Government action has been promised 
to speed reconstruction of roads and 
bridges, and regulations may be by-passed 
to allow rapid rebuilding. High praise has 
been given to the A.A. in the work of 
signposting and salvage operations. A 
Relief Fund has been started, as recorded 
in The Autocar last week, to which this 
journal contributed 50 guineas; as these 
pages went to press the fund had already 
approached a quarter of a million pounds 
including ‘£25,000 from the Government 
The M.C.C., for 30 years organizers of 
long-distance trials through this area, have 
opened a fund, and donations may be 
sent to The Hon. Treasurer, MC 
Ltd., 76, Kinnerton Street, Knightsbridge 
London, S.W.1 

The honorary treasurer of the central 
fund is Mr. G. H. Hollis, National Pro 
vincial Bank, 65, High Street, Exeter

LLARD, who have gained fame 
by building exclusively large sports 
cars with V-cight engines, are 

breaking into an entirely new market with 
the introduction of a small three-seater 
sports car which is fitted with either the 
four-cylinder Ford Consul or the six- 
cylinder Ford Zephyr engine. The new 
model is named the Palm Beach Allard, 
which is a sufficient indication of the 
market for which it is intended, and 
practically the whole output is reserved 
for United States buyers for some time 
to come. The considerable gap between 
the popular M.G. and the more powerful 
and expensive European sports cars has 
for some time represented one of the 
major sales opportunities for foreign 
cars in the United States market, and 
the new Allard should receive an en- 
thusiastic welcome. Mr. Sydney Allard 
has been in America for some weeks 
demonstrating the prototype and com- 
pleting distribution arrangements. 

In general layout the Palm Beach is 
similar to the larger Allards, and it follows 
the tradition of using the maximum num- 
ber of standard Ford parts, thus ensuring 
a ready supply of spares at low prices in 
all overseas markets. The power units 
are the standard Consul or Zephyr engines 
with normal clutches and gear boxes. 
The rear axle is the standard spiral bevel 
unit employed in the Ford Zephyr saloon, 
but it is used in conjunction with a special 
Allard rear suspension which achieves 
very precise location of the axle with the 
minimum of weight. The ——— is 
by coil springs and telescopic dampers, 
and the axle is located in a fore-and-aft 
direction by twin radius arms at each 
side.

ploying the divided axle layout in con- 
junction with coil springs and telescopic 
dampers mounted inside the springs 
Long experience with this layout has 
produced numerous detail refinements, 
and a short road test demonstrated that 
it is now possible to drive over quite 
rough ground without any movement 
being transmitted to the rim of the 
steering wheel. The radius arms run 
forward of the main half axles, and all 
the pivots lie parallel with the longitudinal 
central line of the chassis, following the 
layout introduced on the J2X sports 
racing model.

B.R.M. SCORES HOLLOW VICTORY AT 
AT 


DRAMATIC INCIDENTS 


T the Scottish Sporting Car 
A Club’s race meeting at Turn- 
berry, in Ayrshire, last Saturday, 
the large crowd—estimated at 20,000 
people—saw: a fine day’s racing 
crammed with incident. In the prin- 
cipal event of the day, the Scottish 
Daily Express National Trophy race 
for formule libre cars, the favourite 
was the Ferrari Thin Wall Special 
with J. M. Hawthorn at the wheel ; but 
this car developed gear change trouble 
on the starting line and never got 
higher than third place, finally retiring. 
Meanwhile the two B.R.M.s driven by 
Reg Parnell and Ken Wharton led by a 
small margin from Tony Gaze in the 
1934 ex-Whitney Straight 3-litre 
Maserati ; Wharton’s car, however, fell 
out with steering trouble, and Parnell, 
although troubled with misfiring, held 
the Maserati at bay to win for B.R.M. 
Hawthorn had previously won the 
formula 2 race, his first effort at the 
wheel of a Connaught, while Stirling 
Moss won two races—the formula 3 
event with a Cooper and the unlimited 
sports car race with a Type XK120C 
Jaguar. The large programme was 
expeditiously carried through without 
serious delays ; the weather, although 
dull, remained fine throughout, and in- 
terest was maintained at a high level 
all through the meeting 


TURNBERRY: 


SCOTTISH MEETING 


At an early hour on Saturday morning 
the echoes around the famous golf 
course at Turnberry were woken by the 
sound of racing cars being warmed up, 
while from all parts of Scotland and the 
North of England cars flowed in streams 
to the Ayrshire aerodrome in readiness 
for the day’s sport. Excellent grandstands 
had been erected on the 1}-mile circuit, 
overlooking the pits and down towards 
Maidens Corner; it was generally agreed 
that in its present form the circuit pro- 
vided an excellent spectacle and a good 
test of both cars and drivers, the only 
snag being the extremely bumpy state of 
the back leg approaching and leaving the 
straw-baled chicane. This gave the 
drivers of the harder-sprung cars a very 
rough ride indeed, but no untoward in- 
cidents resulted. 
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On the far side is the Ferrari Thin Wall Special, with Hawthorn struggling 
next one of the B.R.M.s, with Parnell spinning its wheels violently, while in the foreground is 
Barber's Cooper and Gaze’s Maserati are coming through from 


Promptly at noon the curtain rose on 
the proceedings with the first heat of the 
race for sports cars of under 1} litres 
capacity. The first heat of this was won 
easily by G. Tyrer’s ex-Raymond Way 
lightened Frazer-Nash-B.M.W. with its 
new and mysterious 1]4-litre power unit, 
although Gibbon’s Rover Special put up 
a stout fight for Scotland. Similarly, the 
second heat was a runaway victory for 
Cliff Davis’ very fast Cooper-M.G. In 
the final Tyrer made an excellent start— 
all these sports car events employed the 
Le Mans-pattern run-and-jump getaway 
—but Davis lagged well behind, and try 
as the latter would he could not catch the 
flying B.M.W. but had to be content with 
second place. 

The unlimited category was simularly 
closely fought for among the sports cars 
The Type C Jaguars dominated the day, 
Ian Stewart taking the first heat from 
J. H. Walton’s very fast Frazer-Nash, 
while Stirling Moss defeated Duncan 
Hamilton in the second heat—all these 
three Type Cs being privately owned, the 
one entered by T. H. Wisdom and driven 
by Moss having disc-type brakes. In the 
final, Moss—aided immensely by his own 
personal getaway in the across-the-road 
sprint—got out in front and was never 
headed, but Hamilton succeeded in pass- 
ing Stewart at mid-distance to take second

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place. The Frazer-Nash finished fourth, 
trouncing all the XK120 Jaguars. 

H. Walton also scored heavily in the 
saloon car race, winning as he pleased in 
his DB2 Aston Martin. The vintage 
sports car race, after Pat Melville's fast 
30-98 Vauxhall feli out at the end of one 
lap while in the lead—the throttie rerurn 
spring broke—became a Bentley benefit; 
Freddie Stang’s supercharged Lea- 
Francis went very fast indeed in second 
and then third place, but unfortunately 
crashed at Farm Bend on the last lap, the 
driver being taken to hospital with broken 
ribs and injuries to his back. 

Formula 3—formula 2—formule libre 
Moss led throughout the first of these 
races in the works Cooper, while André 
Loens did well to finish second after an- 
other car had run into him on the first 
lap, damaging the rear of his car and 
puncturing a rear tyre! McGlashan’s 
Cooper took thisd place for Scotland; 
Ninian Sanderson unhappily split the 
gear box casting on the first lap. 

In formula 2, Hawthorn and Poore had 
Connaughts, Barber, Loens and Sander 
son Cooper-Bristols. Hawthorn’s car had 


water seeping into one cylinder and was 
only just started in time; Poore stalled 
his engine on the line and was rammed in 
the back by Skelly’s single-seater Frazer- 
Nash; Wharton’s Nash broke the timing 
chain after four laps. Hawthorn led with- 
out difficulty, although steam came from 
the Connaught’s exhaust on the overrun: 
but with two laps to go the car .went on 
to three cylinders. Nevertheless, he won 
easily enough; and it was afterwards 
found that one push-rod had jumped out 
of its socket, the misfiring having no con- 
nection with the cylinder head joint 
troubles. Barber took a well-deserved 
second place; Loens, losing the use of his 
clutch after two laps and with his brakes 
almost completely absent, had the great 
misfortune to fall out with engine trouble 
when in third place on the last lap, 
Sanderson thus capturing this position. 
All this excitement kept the spectators 
glued to their positions, and as the cars 
came out for the main event of the day 
the awe-inspiring noise of two B.R.M.s 
running at once dominated the proceed- 
ings They had experienced trouble in 
practice, ome car having been repaired 
overnight with a cylinder head flown up 
from Bourne at short notice; but here they 
were, ready and waiting. Parnell and 
Wharton climbed in; away on the left of 
the front row was Mike Hawthorn in the 
Thin Wall Ferrari, who had made fastest

Flockhart stalled his engine, and two cars 
from the second and third ranks—Barber’s 
Cooper-Bristol and Gaze’s Maserati 

actually led as the field streamed away up 
to Maidens Corner! This indeed was 
high drama; but as the cars came round 
and down to Farm Bend Reg Parnell had 
got his B.R.M. into first place, closely fol 
lowed by Gaze and Wharton. After one 
lap Parnell led from Wharton—B.R.M.s 
one and two—with Gaze on their heels 
then came Barber, Graham Whitehead’s 
E.R.A. and Hawthorn, unable to change 
gear and making despairing signs to his 
pit staff as he passed. After three laps 
Wharton had taken the lead while Haw 
thorn had dropped to tenth place; then the 
Ferrari commenced to climb slowly 
through the field, although only two gears 
were usable. On the seventh lap Wharton 
felt the leading B.R.M. snake badly over 
the bumpy back leg; a steering ball joint 
had broken, the same fault which elimin 
ated Gonzalez’ car from the British GP 
at Silverstone, and one B.R.M. was out 
At the same time Barber’s Cooper-Bristol 
sheared the distributor drive and lost its 
certain third place, if not higher, while 
Flockhart’s E.R.A. broke the supercharger 














drive; cars were falling out right and left! 
Next lap, and Hawthorn was third, having 
broken the lap record despite the gear box 
troubles; but then the Thin Wall Special. 
too, went out, the transmission having 
literally fallen apart 

The big question now was—would the 
second B.R.M. stay the course ? The 
brakes on the valiant old Maserati were 
fading away rapidly, but Gaze was still no 
more than 300 yards behind Parnell; and 
the B.R.M. was now sounding distinctly 
sick as it accelerated up the straight, 
while the gear lever had broken, to add 
to its troubles. Everyone in the pit had 
his fingers very firmly crossed; but no 
disaster intervened, and Parnell duly 
received the chequered flag, having driven 
a very good race. Not far behind him 
came Gaze, after an excellent drive in the 
wonderful old Maserati, in spite of being 
almost bounced out of the cockpit over 
the bumps; then came Graham White 
head’s E.R.A. and then Geoff Richardson 
in the R.R.A., a very good effort in this 
largely amateur-built car. So B.R.M. at 
last scored their long-awaited victory, the 
first since Goodwood in 1950. Then came 
the prize distribution, and the crowds 
commenced to disperse, while the drivers 
and other personnel attended the official

GOING OR COMING? 


iw might be thought that a car compass 
would appeal only to those who drive 
on desert, veld, or prairie; but the instru- 
ment seems to arouse great interest 
among British motorists. One of good 
quality has recently more widely 
available. It is the Sestrel, sold by 
Edward Marcus, Ltd., 38, Queen Victoria 
Street, London, E.C.4. 

A liquid compass, the Sestrel is well 
damped, so that it does not oscillate; and 
it has good tolerance where tilting is con- 
cerned. Its case is finished in black 
crackle stove enamel! to the standards ex- 
pected of such an instrument. The diai,

which has white luminous figures on a 
black ground, slopes in like a section of 
an inverted cone. It can be read when 
slightly below eye level, as when mounted 
at the very top of the facia, but it is most 
clear and convenient when mounted on 
the top rail of the windscreen, so that it 
is read with a slightly upward glance. 

In this position, moreover, the instru- 
ment is at a better angle to, and farther 
away from, the interference points caused 
by the ignition system of the car. But 
there is compensation in the form of a 
plastic extension that is perforated for the 
insertion of tiny rod magnets, by which 
the error found when the compass is imn- 
stalled can be corrected; detailed instruc- 
tions are given for this operation. In 
general, the instrument is up to the ex- 
acting standards set by boat compasses.

VENTILATION AND RAIN 


ANY modern cars have a centrally 

hinged ventilating louvre at the for- 
ward end of the front windows. When it 
is opened to about 45 deg it has an ex- 
tractor effect on the air in the body, so 
that there can be ventilation without the 
entry of rain. Sometimes, however, 
especially when the car is going slowly 
and the rain falls vertically instead of 
being diverted horizontally by the air

Talbot. May I volunteer the following information, which may 
be of assistance to Mr. Passmore? 

About twelve months ago I found that the oil pressure lamp 
on my own Talbot was not functioning correctly, and discovered 
that the trouble resulted from several small punctures in the thin 
steel diaphragm inside the pressure unit. It was an easy 
matter to obtain a piece of shim steel of exactly the same 
thickness as the original diaphragm (about 0.004in), and cut a 
new diaphragm 

This cured the trouble, but I must admit that I 
ignorance, until reading Mr. Roesch’s letter, of the actual pres- 
sure at which the lamp became illuminated; many thanks to Mr 
Passmore for raising the query R. W. BiccGs

Steps Necessary to Ensure Safety 
rally season seems successfully to be fin 
ing, with the Tour de France yet to be run. It would 
interesting to know other people’s opinions concerning the 
running of some of these major events. We have had a successful 
season, but obviously the conditions of 1936, 1946 and later 1956 
all require gradual alteration, and improvement, if we are to avoid 

run of bad luck which must take place if the present conditions 
continue 

For the purposes of this discussion, let us divide the majot 
long distance road events into two categories, A and B, not only 
from the point of view of possible danger, but also severity on 
cars and drivers. The actual order is open to discussion. 1, Li¢ge- 
Rome-Liége; 2, Alpine Rally; and 3, Evian-Mont Blanc. As these 
events cover many thousands of kilometres on the open roads of 
Europe, one would presume that, perhaps, the safest of all would 
be the one in which all the cars were going in the same direction 
on cleared roads. This, however, may not be the case in fact 
ind only the insurance companies could tabulate, over a period 
the risks and crashes involved in any of the above cor 
petitions; it might even be said that the above list A proves itself 
to be safer than the following list B. For the sake of our di 
cussion, we can take list B as follows, again in order of probable 
risk involved: 1, Monte Carlo Rally; lulip Rally; 3, Lisbor 
Rally; and 4, all British rallies

If organizers want really seriously to make their competitions 
safer, they have only got to examine the rally run by Marcel! 
Beccuart, the Evian-Mont Blanc. This is held in one area of the 
Alps and includes rougher cols than the Alpine, and, as many con 
trolled and timed hill climbs are included, it gives no possibility of 
organized breaking of the rules. Wherever possible, the event is 
held away from congested holiday roads. In this way, a fully 
sporting event is held, eliminating cars, but not relying upon 
long main road running to fatigue drivers unnecessarily. The 
whole event makes a very sporting and fair competition for every 
body. I think the 15 per cent handicap of sports cars in this 
event would be fair if reduced to 10 per cent, and it could be very 
useful in the Alpine to bring in more manufacturers of saloon 
models 

It would be interesting to know the opinions of Norman 
Garrard, Hartwell, Gatsonides, Healey, Wisdom, Aldington and 
many others who have all had experience in pre-war and post 
war events on which to base their opinions. For myself, I think 
the time has come for a safety helmet to be made compulsory 
in Open cars and advisable in saloons. After all, we see thousands 
of foreign motor cyclists wearing them and never think twice 
about it. None of us has any desire to become a nuisance to 
other road users during holiday periods. The remedy is not to 
run rallies during high summer in congested areas like the Riviera 
or near large cities. The Alpine could easily start from Gren- 
oble or Chamonix, using Italy or Yugoslavia for more isolated 
territory 

If the Monte Carlo Rally organizers, for instance, 
the trouble to put more police or army patrols on the difficult 
mountain section, and provide a few slow moving breakdown 
vans to follow through this section, we should not have people 
tottering about in the dark all night, more or less left to their 
fate, after very serious accidents 

The whole point of this letter is, if you want safe competition 
don’t put the onus on the drivers to make them safe. It is the 
organizers who are responsible for doing anything they wish 
in this direction, and I hope the R.A.C. will help to formulate 
a very vigorous and stricter policy during the next year or two 
Incidentally, in case anyone thinks this letter is unnecessary, the 
ineus ance rates for these competitions are bounding up to terrific

SCREEN WIPERS 
Extending the Life of S 
[64402.|—The following wrinkle may be of interest to 
owners of older cars who, troubled by failure of the suction-type 
windscreen wiper, find that the manufacturer no longer carries 
a stock of replacement leather suction washers. 

The easist way to overcome this difficulty is to remove the 
existing leathers, turn them inside out, slightly roughen the 
“new ” surface with a wire brush and refit. This will necessi 
tate filing or cutting away the heads of the securing rivets which 
can be replaced by nuts and bolts. The flanges of the leathers 
must, of course, face inwards as before 

This operation will usually give complete satisfaction once the 
new surface becomes run-in, and will enable owners 
years more service from the wiper B

INDICATORS 
Surfeit of Mechanical and Human Arms 


[64405.J}—I am surprised at Mr. R. G. Sutherland’ ig 
gestion [64361] that direction indicators should be compulsory 
They are the cause of much slovenly signalling, and appear to be 
parucularly beloved of those who appear to think that they are 
giving an order to all other traffic in the vicinity, and that no 
signal should be given more than five séconds before the 
manceuvre is carried out. 

The uncancelled indicator is a source of annoyance and even 
danger. Personally I never trust an indicator signal unless I 
actually see the arm come up. Everyone must have seen vehicles, 
with an indicator raised, travelling for miles without the driver 
noticing it and it is not uncommon for a vehicle to turn in the 
opposite direction to that indicated. On the other hand, I have 
yet to see anyone driving far with his own hand extended into 
the cold 

It might be better to restrict the use of indicators tw night- 
time only, when they have an obvious advantage. This, coupled 
with an insistence, during the driving test, that no signal should 
be given unless there is someone to see it, might lead to an im- 
provement in signalling technique and drastically reduce the 
number of arms, mechanical and human, which flap up and down 
at the sides of motor vehicles these days.

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Flywheel Bursting Point 


RECENT inquiry regarding the 

correct methods of lightening a 
flywheel in an effort to achieve better 
off-the-mark performance reminds me 
to mention that the warning should be 
sounded for those who feel tempted to 
try this popular and only partly effec- 
tive dodge. Not very long ago the 
flywheel of a lorry burst and killed two 
people who happened to be standing 
neal At the subsequent inquiry it 
was found that the flywheel had been 
faulty and had disintegrated when the 
engine had been running at abnormally 
high revs in an intermediate gear. 

I was unlucky enough once to wit- 
ness a burst flywheel, this time on an 
outboard boat engine, and again the 
result was a fatality. By no means all 
lightened flywheels burst, but, in my 
opinion, amateur efforts at lightening 
ire to be strongly discouraged 

The thing to remember is that re- 
ducing flywheel weight will not, of 
itself, make the engine run any faster, 
nor develop more power. The most 
that can be expected is a fractionally 
better acceleration figure, and that only 
with an engine of the low-revving type. 
It seems a complete paradox to me to 
suggest the use of aluminium for a fly- 
wheel, since the very function of a 
flywheel is to store energy, which it can 
do only if it is moderately heavy. The 
umateur tuner would be far better 
employed in balancing the flywheel 
crankshaft, and connecting rods, for I 
have yet to see the components of a 
production engine which did not have 
balance discrepancies amounting to 
several ounces; he might then gain 
more speed, and better acceleration, 
without sacrificing the safety factor 


Ov er-square 


UCH fuss is currently being made 
about the “new” principle of 
using engines with bore-stroke ratios 
of 1 to 1 or less, and what we would 
like to know is what is supposed to be 
new about it. The only remarkabie 
thing about the introduction of square 
and over-square engines in 1952 is that 
it has taken so long to come in quantity 
production Modern designers should 
not claim any novelty, for before the 
world war there was a range of 
|.A.P. available which were 
supplied with such bore-stroke ratios 
as 85 « 58 and 85 x 80 
Many people thought, and justifiably 
so, that when the new flat-rate tax was 
introduced in 1946, all manufacturers 
would take advantage and manufacture 
short-stroke engines; but not so. It 
has taken designers six full years of 
design freedom to catch up with what 
the Italians, in particular, have been 
doing for many years. When I raised 
this question at a fairly high level over 


a year ago, the official “ works ” answer 
was that there was no intention of 
adopting the short-stroke design, 
because really excessive piston speeds 
occurred only at the top end of the rev 
range, and, since so few people were 
keen to use top-end speed capabilities 
these days, the re-tooling would not be 
justified. The engine under discussion 
at that time was one which had a stroke 
of over 100mm and which ran up to 
over 5,000 r.p.m 


Coil-robbing 


S regularly as Christmas come the 

customers who attribute their cold 
starting troubles to the poor old car- 
burettor The knowledgeable ones 
reason that if a car starts well in warm 
weather and refuses to do so when the 
mercury falls, the phenomenon can 
only be caused by too weak a starting 
mixture. The truth is that only about 
10 per cent of cold starting troubles 
are found to be caused by the car- 
burettor, the balance being divided 
between moisture troubles (20 per 
cent), over-adequate plug gaps (10 per 
cent), coil-robbing (40 per cent), and 
what we rather unkindly call cockpit 
trouble (20 per cent). 

Moisture, generally resulting from 
condensation, present on the plug 
points, distributor cap, plug insulators 
and coil terminals, does not need to be 
visible to cause trouble, and, of course, 
the only valid solution is to provide 
sufficient heating to keep such vital 
parts quite dry. Over-generous plug 
gaps will encourage the spark to accept 
external moisture as a line of less re- 
sistance, and the cure is to keep a 
regular eye on the plug condition. The 
most frequently encountered trouble, 
coil-robbing, is that which is present 
when the starter will whirr the engine 
over quite happily, but, alas, without 
producing the expected life into which 
the engine should, theoretically, burst. 
The root of the trouble lies in the fact 
that the heavy discharge of the battery 
by the starter motor leaves no ampéres 
for the coil, and the cure may entail 
a battery check, a reduction of friction 
in the starter bearings, or perhaps 
attention to the starter brushes. 

Cockpit trouble springs from an 
under-appreciation of the technicalities 
of the power unit generally, and often 
the carburettor particularly. Even quite 
expert motorists will “tickle” the 
throttle pedal during the starting pro- 
cess, and on most cars this procedure 
will be fatal. On a jet-starter type 
of carburettor, such as the Solex, or 
the Zenith as used on Ford Eights and 
Tens, the net effect is that all the engine 
suction is bled away through the main 
carburettor and none is concentrated 
on the cold-starting system. It is essen- 
tial that the throttle should be left 


completely closed while the choke is 
in use. With an accelerator-pump type 
of carburettor, as is used on the 
Vauxhall range, such “ tickling” of the 
throttle merely ejects live petrol into 
the manifold and upsets the starting 
mixture to such an extent that towing 
is often necessary to clear the surplus 
fuel 

The analysis on a percentage basis 
isn’t quite accurate, really, for we have 
omitted the fractional percentage re- 
presented by the cases where (a) the 
petrol had been used to the last drop 
the night before, (b) the removal of the 
rotor arm as an anti-theft precaution 
had been overlooked and (c) the lady 
had missed the littl matter of 
switching on the ignition!

ony thing that really does upset us 
is the way that some manufac- 
turers will go on, year after year, using 
designs which have proved to be 
failures. A typical case is that of a type 
of induction manifold which is bound 
to crack after very short use. There is 
no need for any equivocation about 
this; if this particular type of manifold 
had been designed to crack as early as 
possible, it could not have been done 
in a better way 

The different rates of expansion of 
cast iron and aluminium are so well 
recognized that it is difficult to under- 
stand why a designer should choose to 
make a long aluminium manifold, 
anchor it solidly in the middle to a 
cast iron exhaust manifold, and bolt 
its extremities, equally solidly, to the 
cast iron cylinder head. Any thought- 
ful apprentice would see immediately 
that as soon as the induction manifold 
got hot enough, “something would 
have to go,” and, in actual fact, the 
flanges are wrenched away from the 
main casting 

What makes this thing eveu worse 
is that we, with limited resources, can 
effect a complete cure in almost less 
time than it takes to explain. All that 
is necessary is the slotting of the flange- 
fixing holes, and the provision of 
Thackeray washers which will exert 
enough pressure to hold the flange in 
leak-proof contact, but which will allow 
the manifold to “pull” slightly as it 
expands and contracts
